The Governor’s Advisory Council for Exceptional Citizens (GACEC) has reviewed the
Delaware Department of Education (DDOE) proposal to amend 14 Del. Admin. C. 8§ 922, 923,
924, and 926. These sections of the Delaware Title 14 regulations represent four of the eight
sections comprising Delaware’s state equivalent to the federal Individuals with Disabilities
Education Act implementing regulations, found at 34 C.F.R. 8300, et seq. DDOE is proposing to
amend these regulations to bring them into compliance with House Bill 454 of the 151st General
Assembly which was signed into law on July 22, 2022. House Bill 454 amended Chapters 31
and 17, Title 14 of the Delaware Code relating to Exceptional Children and Unit funding,
respectively to extend eligibility for special education services to August 31 after the school year
in which a student turns twenty-two. Council endorses the proposed changes, as they will ensure
the regulations are compliant with Delaware state law as well as federal law and regulations.
Also, amendment of these regulations will ensure that students with disabilities eligible for
special education and related services are provided a free appropriate public education until
August 31 after the school year in which they turn twenty-two.
